The list on Arm* C ont rol and DU armament provides quick 
access to U.S. studies in this field. The annotation* are informative, 
said the cross reference* are helpful, while the individual subject 
heading* are adequate for the number of entries, it may be desirable 
to consider a grouping of related categories rather than a straight 
alphabetical arrangement. In many cases the imprint information 
is not sufficient to lead the user directly to the item cited. 


The second issue of the list of current studios on Political 
Behavior is a great improvement over the xirst issue, which is also 
& part of our reference collection. The annotations are good, and 
the author and geographic area indexes are very helpful. 

In depth research we supplement lists, such a* yours, with 
various commercial indexes and other bibliographic tools, especially 
those which provide the entree to foreign literature, w e also receive 
considerable up-to-date assistance from the card files and report 
collections maintained by the External Research staff.
